THE SAGACITY OF THE ST. BERNARD. 


'1 he bulldog's Rnvvdy Traits nnd the Shep- 


herd Dog's Qenorosity—As to the Limit of 
Reu.sonin^ in Various Kinds (if Lower Ani- 
niuls—The Truest of All Friends. 


I 


T HAS always been adiflicult ques- 
tion to delermine where instinct ends 
iinil reason begins. Tlie miraculous 
sagacity so often foimcl in the dog 


lisia added more to tliis perplexity than 
tl)iit of all the lower order of animals 
put together. 


Most people are familiar with the ex- 


peiience of John Randolph, one of the 
ablest of metaphysician:,, with his dog. 
It is a popular illustration with philo- 
sophical writers on the subject. 
The 


dog lost eight oE his master. lie caine 
to a place where three roads met. Tie 
ran down one road, carefully scenting 
the way, tuen ran down the second and 
anxiously scented it. 
Without further 


ado he rapidly took the third road witli 
out putting his nose to the earth, aud 
found his master. 
Tlie argument, said 


Randolph, in the dog's mind was as fol- 
lows: "-My master, when he came to 
these foiks, did not take either of the 
two roads I examined, therefore he must 
have taken the third." This is purely a 
syllogism, an example of absolute induc- 
tion, the highest effort of the human 
mind. An old dog in a bear hunt is as 
cautious of the bear's Leelh as an old 
broker is of suspicious stocks, both act- 
ing on Ihe same principle, the recollec- 
tion of being bitten in a previous trans- 
action. 
— 


He often displays more common sense 


than that enjoyed by some of the human 
race. The term instinct is vague and 
unsatisfactory; it is the dark hiding 
place ol' all who do not or care not to 
think. 


The reason of animals is limited to 


memory, enlightened by experience. The 
intelligence of man comprehends the 
properties of mutter,and by induction as 
well as experience provides for the neces- 
silies of life, as well as the means for the 
pursuit ot happiness. 


If a dog desires to jump on a high ta- 


ble and a chair rests near the table, he 
will first jump on the chair, then on the 
table, but if the chair is not near the ta- 
ble he will not push it over to Accom- 
plish his purpose. Hence it may be said 
that the quality of mind in man and the 
loner order of animals is the same, it 
differs only iu extent. 


The dng is grateful, chivalrous, patient 


in adversity aud the truest of friends. 
He is specially fitted as the friend aud ser- 
vant of man, inasmuch as he cares more 
for the society of his human friends than 
he does for that of his own species. 
In 


the history of dogs the St. Bernard, per- 
haps, is the most remarkable for his rea- 
soning powers. 


This magnificent breed of dogs is pe- 


culiar to the Alps and that portion of the 
country between Switzerland and Savoy. 
It would seem that nature is ever careful 
and true to her instinct in preserving and 
consecrating all things to human use. 
"Che passes over these mountains are ex- 
ceedingly dangProua; often precipices of 
many thousand ieet are on one side and 
perpendicular ledges of rocks on the 
other. 
A. narrow path covered with ice 


and snow winds around these rocky 
promontoiies. Xot infrequently an ava- 
auche of snow slides down on the belat- 
ed traveler. 
— 


On the, top of Mount St. Bernard, near 


which was one of those dangerous pass- 
es, was a monastery which kept a breed 
of large dogs, trained to pieserve and 
save the lives of benighted wanderers. 
On stormy nights these faithful guar- 
dians were sent out, and by their keeu 
spnse of smell scented out the hapless 
and perhaps snow-buried traveler. With 
their huge paws they would clear away 
the snow and their constant howl and 
.oud bark would echo through the monn- 
lains, until it would reach the ears of the 
monks, who were always ready to hasten 
toward the sound and perhaps reach in 
,ime to lekindle the vital spark before it 
md been extinguished forever. 


History teems with pathetic stories of 


jhobe canine rescuers, and many well re- 
nenibfr the painting still celebrated of a 
noble St. Barnard licking the face of a 
lead man he had just dug from the 
shroud of an avalanche. 


Since the St. Bernard is perhaps the 


most intelligent, the bulldog is the least 
intelligent of. the species. 
His low de- 


pressed forehead, his heavy jaws, and 
)lood-shot eyes, give every impression of 
the savage and vicious. Although he 
'requently gives some evidence of at- 
tachment, he has never been looked up- 
on as a true friend. 
The mastifl is wide- 


y known as the popular watch dog. lie 
s large aud strong, and while he is re- 
markably devoted to his master, is im- 
placable to strangers. Letit be hearing 
or smell, he can instantly detect the step 
of the household from intruders, and his 
seen, sharp bark is the terror of the burg- 
ar and thief the moment they set foot 
on the premises, let their caution be 
what il may. II treated with kindness 
he becomes affectionate and intelligent, 
without losing any of his attributes of 
being a valuable guardian of property. 


The much-feared bloodhound has the 


keenest smell ot them all. 'He is iess 
particular of the object of bis prey, but 
las special preference for human beings. 
A couple of centuries ago the bloodhound 
was much used in England aud Scotland, 
not only to track felons, but also to pur- 
sue the viclims of political offenses, 
moss-troopers and fugitive royalty. 


Among the larger breeds of dogs the 


Newfoundland is one of the most favor- 
te. He is said to have his origin in the 
lountry which bears his name, though 
,liis is disputed and not wilhouta-easoii. 
He is faithful and kind and perhaps the 
most useful of all, especially in the sea- 
porb to .vus, where he is used for hauling 
ish in summer and sleds in winter. As 


life-saver he vies witli the St. Bernard, 


jut in a different sphere. 


A well-authenticated anecdote of his 


usefulness in this respect is told of a ves- 
el that was driven to the beach at Lydd, 
n Kent. The snrt was rolling furiously, 
md no boat could live in its efforts to 
•each the eight poor fellows who were 
oryiug for help. A gentleman with a 
Newfoundland dog happened to stroll 


along at this critical moment. He took 
in thesituatioa at once, and diieeted the 
attention of the intelligent brute to th 
vessel, and put a short stick in his mouth 
The great big, black, curly, good-nalur 
ed fellow plunged into the boisteroi 
ocean and fought his way to the vessel 
The crew understood the object, and tied 
another piece of wood lo a line, which 
they threw toward him. With a rtegrei 
of strength and determination scarce!] 
credible he dragged it, through the sur 
aud delivered it to his master. A Hue 
of communication was thus formed witl 
the boat, and all on board were saved. 


The greyhound is the fleetest of al 


dogs ; his form is light aud airy, he car 
outstrip the deer in speed and is second 
only to the fastest rase hoise, and per 
haps in a broken country would not be n 
second choice. Althoug he limits by 
sight, his sense of smell often seems a1 


acute as the most remarkable oi' his ape' 
cies. The terrier is a small, delicate ani 
mal, of great courage, atid has a special 
hankering after rats. Teriiers are great 
favoiites with children and warm in the! 
attachment. While their favorite prey 
is rats they will attack the fox and ottei 
in their holes, and generally come oil' vic- 
torious. I witnessed an exhibition not 
long ago in Auburn, X. Y., where"; 
wager was staked that a terrier could 
kill 100 rats in ten minutes. A ring wa 
prepared, the rats were brought in bags 
and poured into it. The terrier, wild 
with excitement, jumped over the railing 
in the midst of the rodents, and a tierce 
battle was on in a moment. Rats are 
very ferocious wl en cornered, and the 
whole hundred seized hold of the dog al 
once, and it. seemed that the dog would 
be gnawed to pieces by the vermin 
His 


head and shoulders were absolutely cov- 
ered with them. The light was pitiable 
in the extreme. Meanwhile, the cour- 
ageous dog, with great rapidity gave each 
a single bite in the loins and a shake, 
and in eight minutes every ml in the peu 
was dead and the bold terrier was shak- 
ing his tail, looking up at his master. 


The Scotch terrier is similar in his 


habits to the terrier, but very different 
in appearance. His hair is long aud 
wiry, falling over and hiding his eyes, 
and the symmetry of his torru. 


The spaniel is remarkable for his do- 


cile, tractable and affectionate disposi- 
tion. To these qualities are added unex- 
ceptional beauty, an intelligent, plensing 
expression, long pendant ems, urn: his 
whole body covered with long, silky fur. 
The water spaniel belongs to this group, 
and, as his name implies, has a fondness 
for water. lie is the sportsman's friend, 
and an able assistant in wild duck shoot- 
ing. 
1'resident Cleveland owns a noble 


specimen of this group, to which he is 
greatly attached. His name is 'LDan, 
aud he is apparently never happy unless 
in bis master's presence. He attends 
Cabinet meetings, as well as hunting 
trips, resting his head on his master's 
foot, or some portion of his apparel. 
Everywhere his eye is fixed oil his mas- 
ter, let him be scolding a Senate for its 
llperiidy," or winging a harmless duck. 


The setter is supposed lo be ot the same

A tanner, writing to the Counln, 


Gentleman, sa\s: 


Jly experience tor years in feeding 


sheep on coin fodder gave me the high- 
est opinion of Us V.UI.H tor this purpose. 
It is none too early to begin prepara- 
tious for saving it to the best advantage. 
So lavorabie is my estimate of it tliat. 
if 1 hail cle;ir timothy ha) 011 tiie one 
hand aud corn ludder on the other, iiud 
were obngcc! to fed one kmd exclusively 
to one line of stock, I would give the 
tedder to the blieep and the liiuotliy to 
the o.;ttle. 


The analysis of the two doe-; not in- 


dicate any siiflicient ground for this 
preference. Corn fodder, accoulmg t, 
the analyses ot the Massachusetts sta- j 
tion, has 7 37 per cent, of protein or 
inuscle-formeis and 1 3S per cent, of fat; 
while timothy has 8.UU ot protein aud 
- "L> ot t.it, that is, it is (uglier in both 
these important elements. But Una is 
oi.ly another of the many instances iu 
winch the testimony of the sheep con- 
tiailicts the veidict of agriuultuiiU chem- 
istry. There is some element in the fod- 
der which :s imponderable to the 
chemist's scales and beyond the reach o; 
!iis re-agents. Thus, for instance, 1 
have cured a hone of the heaves by sim 
ply taking him off a regimen of timothy 
hay (a first-class article and not dusty) 
and confining him to corn fodder; that 
is, he was perfectly free from the dis- 
ease as long as he remained on the fod- 
ii«T diet. 


This shows that the fodder, through 


the blood, had a distinctly ameliorating 
effect on the lungs and the entire cir- 
cniatory system. In short, it was health- 
ier for that particular horse. I have 
found that fc dder is better for sheep 
than is timoth/' hay. We know that a 
feed-stuff whkh is rich iu the fatty ele- 
ments stimulates the action of the oil j 
pellicles iu the tkin which causes an uu 
due secretion of oil or ye!k ; and that 
this excess presses upon and diminishes 
the activity ol tl>e wool pellicles, and 
hence curtails the development of lleece. 
1 et it would hardly seem that the slight 
excess of fat .n the timothy over the 
fodder would make the difference which 
I have observed in feeding the two. I 
must therefore Je content to say that 1 
cannot explain it altogether. 


Fodder is coarser textured than timo- 


thy—more cooling and laxative to the 
system. The fu-oes of sheep fed on 
timothy are hard aua constricted ; on 
fodder, more loose, approximating the 
condition on a diet of grass. 


The nimble, prehensile lips of sheep 


strip the fodder as cattle cannot; they 
leave nothing but the bare canes, cleai." 
ing off even the "thimbles" or sheaths. 
Aside from ensilage or tiie cutting of the 
stalks into lengths in a hay-cuttei, there 
is no other method by which fodder-corn 
can be fed more economically and with 
less labor. The pith of oc -n.t.i'ks is not 
worth enough to pay for en 
: aud 


the act of cutting a feed eveiy d. y 
throughout the winter becomes a most 
tedious aud monotonous one. 


M hen the fodder is thrown into ordi- 


nar\ slatted hay-racks, a little at a time, 
<hree or Jour times a day, there is little 
oi uj waste. Sheep do not take kindly 
to fodder. They have to be trained to 
eat it by being yarded and kept tolerably 
hungry for two or three days, with a 
little very bright loader constantly be- 
lore them. 


-Many excellent shepherds will sneer at 


lodder, declaring that they would not 
insult their flocks with such coarse pro- 
vender. Clover hay is better and, even 
an admixture of wheat or oat straw 
with the feed is better than clear timo- 
thy. Uut the great point is, wen,ust 
raise the fodder anyhow for its yield of 
grain, and the fodder is practically a 
clear gift. In a week or ten days the 
Hocks w,ll be eating the fodder, if it is a 
Kood bright article, so readily and doing 
so well on it that the most fastidious 
shepherd will be satisfied. 


TJIE agricultural reports show that the 


yield or wheat per acre for tiie whole 
country is less than 13 bushels, and the 
yield of potatoes less tti.vn !>.; bushels per 
acre. It means that our farmers culti- 
vate too much land iu order to derive the 
total amount. There is nothing to pie- 
vent the same amount from being ob- 
tained on one-third the area for potatoes 
and one-half for wheat, as the average 
3 ifld of wheat per acre can be made to 
leach Ji; bushels or more, and potatoes 
udii bushels per acre. The cost of culti- 
vating this large urea of extra laud is 
enormous and must be taken from the 
gross receipts before the protit can be de- 
termined. The remedy tor low prices is 
less land in cultivation and larger aver- 
age yields for all crops grown. 


MAXL-KE should never be used on 


lawns unless the manure has been heated 
and well decomposed, fertiii/.eis being 
better. If uufermented manure is used 
the lawu will soon be filled with weed" 
crab grass, or undesirable grass of some 
Kind which may spring up from the seeds 
earned in the manure. 
The use of ma- 


nure is beueiicial or injurious according 
to the substances which have been added 
to the heap from time to time, but when 
the heap has undergone fermentation 
the seeds therein will have beeu destroy- 
ed. Fertilizers are -jleauer than manures 
on the lawn, are easily applied, and are 
free from seeds. Well-rotted manure 
however, makes an excellent covering on 
tiie lawu for winter protection. 


Wniix applying fertilizers on the laud 


there is less loss from rains and snows 
when the fertilizer is well incorporated 
with the soil, and the roots of plants can 
a.so better utilize it when it is intimately 
mixed with the so.l. When fertilizers 
are applied on the surface and allowed 
to remain the distribution is uneven and 
some portions of the land will receive < -o 
much and others too little. By working 
the fertilisers well iuto the soil thai 
difficulty is avoided to a great extent

The point to remerubw is that aorne up- 
lana 30ils arc too sour to grow clover, 
aiirf that a heavy diessinij of air sliiokcd 
lime harrcnced into the soil after plow- 
ing, Till ooneci this sourness and enable 
olover-if properly fed-to start and' 
grow. We saw the prriof of this at the 
station in a thick, heavy field of clover 
on soil where, before liming, „ "clover 
catch" coulil not be obtained. Our ad- 
vice to any farmer living «n a section 
where clover "dies out" without any 
appaieut cause, is to test the soil with 
the blue litmus pnper. if it tiirn reil, 
tiy lime before you eive clover up. 


We have spent some time writing 


about Ihe action of lime on clover be- 
cause that plant is one ot the corner- 
stones of agricultuie. With Red clover 
or cow peas for the fnriner, and Crimson 
clover for the ami knt gardener or I mil 
grower, a man who undcistandshis trad, 
can cut his ferliliznr bill in two. We 
are convinced that lime is the magnet 
to "bi ing clover in" on many soils and 
iliasingulin that so many of our scien- 
tihc men have so long oveilooked tl 
simple explanation of why so many of 
the uplands of New England are sterile 


A further stiulyot this lime question 


shows that it, iiflVcts different crops in 
riiUerent ways. Jn order to test this 
matter, the Rhode Island Station people 
selected for their tests a sterile piece of 
land—which was uniformly ,,,)01.

long rows across it, they planted (ill dif- 
ferent sorts of plants-melons, g,ain 
potatoes, vegetables, praases—from pea- 
nuts to pumpkins. These lows weie 
divided into four parts.

^ o fa-m should be a poor farm after it 


lias beea occupied for five years, unless 
the soil is of such a character as to make 
the farm incapable of improvement. 
H heu a farmer is uot gaining something 
m his soil he is losing money, no matter 
how much he sells, as it will be but a few 
years before the revenue from the farm 
will cease. With the aid of clover a fai m 
can be made tetter every year, and also 
gotten into first-class condition if ferti- 
lizers are used in com.ection with clover. 


FARMJSUS complain that they cannot 


compete with the creamery in making 
butter because the creamery is better 
supplied with dairy appliances. 
The 


farmer, however, can have better milk 
than the creamery, as he procures his 
supply from a herd of cows of his own 
breeding or selection, while the creamery 
must depend oil the entire community 
for its milk. It is the care of the milk 
at the stable and before sending to the 
creamery tbat gives au advantage, and 
this is controlled by the farmer when he 
mates butter which js to be choice. Tiie 
cow, her breeding, and her food, with 
oleanliness, are the main factors IB mak- 
ing good butter.

where no lime was used, most oC the 
plants were weak and spindling, if. not 
entirely killed out.

Such plants, when 
small aie very easily killed by the inju- 
rious actions in an acid soil. In many 
of the unlimed spaces, these plants never 
grew large enough to develop a system 
of roots.

Toe pure Langshan fowl to-day stands 


pre-eminent in the Asiatic class, and in 
tiie rural districts it must be admitted 
tbat it stands at the top for fteueral util- 
ity. 
Tiie non-sitting breeds may lay 


more egga at one'season of the year, but 
they do go when eggs are cheap. I be- 
lieve there is no fowl in existence that 
will lay as many eg».a on the farm in 
winter as the Langshan. For five years 
in succession I bred and raised Plymouth 
Bocks, Wyimdots, Bralmias, Cochins and 
Leghorns; let them stay together all the 
time except the breeding season, and in 
every instance in cold winter weather, 
the Langshans were Oiling the egg bask- 
et, while the others were laying but littlp, 
and I think I am safe in saying that 1 
got more eggs from two dozen Langshans 
than from an equal number of each kind 
of all the others together. 


I have a friend who has been raising 


Light Brahmas several years, and has 
taken some of the biggest premiums in 
the biggest shows in the country; he 
told me not long since that he used to 
think no bird in the world laid as well in 
winter as the Light Brahmas. 
He com- 


menced breeding Laugsbans three years 
ago, and he says now that his Langshana 
are much better winter layers than his 
Brahmas 
He also said lie did not be- 


lieve there was a bird in the world as 
good a winter layer as :i Langshan. We 
breed birds for beauty as well as utility, 
and all good breeders (even Uncle Isaac, 
who has always maintained that the 
market value of birds is the flrsl consid- 
eration), when they Iiud a biid that is 
extra tine in shape and color, whether 
large or medium size, they go for it and 
ask no questions about its laying quali- 
ties, or how many pounds or ounces it 
weighs. 


There is no finer styled bird than a 


Langshan of medium si/e. As a general 
thing large, overgrown birds of any breed 
ire not profitable either as breeders, sit- 
;ers, mothers or table fowls, aud In 
Langshans the large, over-grown males 
are apt to be knock-kneed, weak-jointed, 
ungainly and an eye-sore to visitors. 
I 


have cooked Plymouth Hocks with Lang- 
shans, \\Tyandots with Langshans, Bi-ah- 
mas with Langshans. Leghorus with 
Langsbans, Cochins with Langsbans: 
placed them on the table side by side and 
let others judge of the quality for eating, 
and in every instance it was acknowledg- 
ed that the Langshans were superior to 
the others. The breast of a Langshan is 
deeper than mo.st other breeds. 


They are natives of a cold country. 


They do not stuff lull of fat as some do. 
which makes them good layers. They 
have more meat and less bone according 
to size than most breeds. It seems to 
me that some men wiite to please every- 
body in the poultry business, when they 
say there is no such tiling as the best 
fowl. 
We all know that a Barred Ply- 


mouth Hock will sell alive in market to 
the general public better than any other, 
except where people know the difference 
in the quality for eating. The people 
have a prejudice against dark-colored 
fowls 
A man who buys, and butchers 


and ships a great many fowls from our 
'own told me not Ion;,' since that the 
Langshans were the nicest fowls to 
dress he could get hold of, and I know 
that when the feathers are grown there 
is ro fowl easier to clean than a f.ang- 
shaa. Any chicken that has pin feathers 
is hard to pick, and we eat the feathers 
on light-feathered fowls and pick them 
off of black-feathered birds. There, is no 
better sitter aud mother than a Lang- 
shan. There is no more hardy fowl than 
the Langshan. The chicks are h.irdy 
grow rapidly, aud are fine for broilers 


In traveling thiough the country one 


sees Langshans with short legs, long I 
scant leg and toe feathers, short bodied 
and long bodied, close feathered and 
loose feathered, with line style, and will] 
nost.jle. Now, what is the true shape 
and color of Langshans ? One man 
« anls one type and one another type. I 
think we should find out the true shape 
aud color of Langshans on their native 
heath, and breed in that line. 1 have a 
Langshan cock whose sire and dam are 
said to have come from China. lie is 
uot a loose feathered bird. 
History tells 


us that the Liiigshau was formerly a 
wild fowl, and we know that they are 
hardy, active, line boned aud fine styled, 
pugnacious aud rather leggy, all of which 
does uot denote very loose feathering. 
My old bird i.s medium in size, very ac- 
tive and fine styled, saiall hear], broad 
skull, fair comb, long neck and long 
hackle, short back, full breast, very full 
tail, small bones, shanks rather long and 
thinly feathered, toes long and slender. 
His skin and feet are pinkish-white, in- 
stead of deep reddish-pink, like some I 
have seen. 


Xow, when we com pare, all the Asiatic, 


American, and Mediterranean classes, 
we find that the Laugshan combines 
more good qualities than any other bird. 
Langshans will not break down, like 
Plymouth Hocks; they will not get full 
of inward fat like Plymouth Rocks 
which is one reason why they are better 
layers; they live longer and are more 
hardy than Plymouth Hocks; they have 
more meat aud less bone according to 
size than Plymouth Rocks. It, is true 
they have not yellow skin and legs— 
neither have turkeys. The Langshans 
are bi-tler winter layers than Plymouth 
Hocks. Let the public test these things, 
aud we will certainly hear a good report 
from the Langshans.—The. tfeittkcr.

Gentleman, sajs: 


My experience for years in feeding 


sheep on coin focidergave me the high- 
eat opinion of its \»Uic tur tins purpose. 
It is none too e.vrly to begin piepara- 
tions for saving it to tut best advantage. 
So titvorau.e ia my estimate of il that, 
if 1 had clear tuuotliy ha> on the one 
hand and corn fodder on the other, and 
were obliged to fed one kind exclusively 
to one line of. stock, 1 would give the 
i'odUcr to the sheep and the timothy to 
the cuttle. 


The analysis of the two doe-i not in- 


dicate any sufficient ground for this 
preference. Corn fodder, according t. 
tne analyses ot the .Massachusetts sta- 
tion, has 1 37 per cent, of piotein or 
muscle-formers and 1 38 per cout. of fat; 
while timothy has S.tiU ot protein and 


•2 ±2 of tut, that is, it is higher in both 
these important elements. But this is 
01. ly auoUier of the many instances iu 
\vliich t.Le testimony of the sheep con- 
tradicts the veidict of agncultuial chem- 
istry. There is some element in tiie fod- 
der 
which is 
imponderable 
to 
the 


chemist's scales and beyond the reach of 
his re-agents. Thus, for instance, I 
have cured a horse of the heaves Dy sim- 
ply taking him off a regimen of timothy 
hay (a flrat-claas article and not dusty) 
and conQning him to corn fodder; that 
is, he was perfectly free from the dis- 
ease as loig as he remained on the fod- 
der diet. 


This shows that the fodder, through 


the blood, had a distinctly ameliorating 
effect on the hmga and the entire cir- 
culatory system. In short, it was health- 
ier for that particular horse. I have 
found that fodder is better for sheep 
than ia timothy hay. We know that a 
feed-stuff which is rich in the fatty ele- 
ments stimulates the action of the oil 
pellicles in the skin which causes an un- 
due secretion of oil or yelk ; and that 
rhis excess presses upon and diminishes 
the activity of tlw wool pellicles, and 
hence curtails the development of fleece. 
Yet it would hardly seem that the slight 
excess of fat in the timothy over the 
fodder would make the difference which 
1 have observed in feeding the two. 1 
must therefore be content to say that 1 
cannot explain it altogether. 


Fodder is coarser textured than timo- 


thy—more cooling and laxative to the 
system. The fu-ees of sheep fed on 
timothy are hard ana constricted ; on 
lodder, more loose, approximating the 
condition on a diet of grass. 


The niuible, prehensile lips of sheep 


strip the tedder as cattle cannot; they 
leave nothing but the bare canes, cleai," 
ing off even the "thimbles" or sheaths. 
Aside from ensilage or the cutting of the 
stalks into lengths in a hay-cutler, there 
is no other method by which fodder-corn 
can be fed more economically and with 
less labor. The pith of cc 'mta'ks i- not 
worth enough to pay foi c m i i n i . - ; jud 
the act of cutting a feed eveiy c, y 
throughout the winter becomes a most 
tedious and monotonous one. 


When the fodder is thrown into ordi- 


nary slatted hay-racks, a little at a time, 
three or four times a day, there is little 
or no waste. Sheep do not take kindtj 
to fodder. They have to be trained to 
eat it by being yarded and kept tolerably 
hungry for two or three days, with a 
little very bright fodder constantly be- 
fore them. 


Many excellent shepherds will sneer at 


lodder, declaring that they would not 
insult their flocks with such coarse pro- 
vender. Clover hay is better and, even 
an admixture of wheat or oat straw 
with the feed is better than clear timo- 
thy. But the great point is, v\e must 
raise the fodder anyhow for its yield of 
grain, and the fodder is practically a 
clear gift. 
In a week or ten days the 


/locks will be eating the fodder, if it is a 
good blight article, so readily and doing 
so well on it that the most fastidious 
shepherd will be satisiied. 


TtiE agiicultiiral reports show that the 


yield of wheat per acre for the whole 
country is less than 13 bushels, and the 
yield of potatoes less than li"> bushels per 
acre. 
It means that our farmers culti- 


vate too much land in order to derive the 
total amount. There is nothing to pre- 
vent the same amount from being ob- 
tained on one-third the area for potatoes 
and one-half for wheat, as the average 
yield of wheat per acre can he made to 
leachiM bushels or more, and potatoes 
3«(i bushels per acre. The cost of culti- 
v iting this large area of extra land is 
enormous and must be taken from the 
trross receipts before the protit can be de- 
termined. The remedy for low prices is 
leas land in cultivation and larger aver- 
age yields for all crops grown. 


MANURE should never be used on 


lawns unless the manure has been heated 
and well decomposed, fertilizers being 
better. If uufertnented manure is used 
the lawn will soon be filled with weeds, 
•nib grass, or undesirable grass of some 
kind which may spring up from the seeds 
earned in the manure. 
The use of ma- 


nure is benelicial or injurious according 
to the substances which have been added 
to the heap from time to time, but when 
the heap has undergone fermentation 
the seeds therein will have been destroy- 
ed. Fertilizers are cleaner than manures 
on the lawn, are easily applied, and are 
free from seeds. Well-rotted manure, 
however, makes an excellent covering on 
the lawn for winter protection. 


WHEN applying fertilizers on the land 


there is less loss from rains and snows 
when the fertilizer is well incorporated 
with the soil, and the roots of plants can 
also better utilize it when it is intimately 
mixed with the soil. 
When fertilizers 


are applied on the surface and allowed 
to remain the di.itributioc is uneven aud 
some portions of the land will receive' -o 
much and others too little. By working 
the fertilisers well into the soil that 
ditliculty is avoided to a great extent. 


No farm should be a poor farm after it 


has been occupied for five years, unless 
the soil is of such a character as to make 
the farm incapable of improvement. 
When a farmer is not gaining something 
in his soil he is losing money, no matter 
how much he sells, as it will be but a few 
years before the revenue from the farm 
will cease. W ith the aid of clover a farm 
can be made better every year, and also 
gotten into first-class condition if ferti- 
lisers are used in connection with clover. 


FAR.MKRS complain that they caantt 


compete with the creamery in making 
butter because the creamery is better 
supplied with dairy appliances. 
The 


farmer, however, cau have better milk 
than the creamery, as he procures his 
supply from a herd of cows of his own 
breeding or selection, while the creamery 
must depend on tiie entire community 
for its milk. It is the care of the milk 
at the stable aud before sending to the 
creamery that gives au advantage, and 
this is controlled by the farmer when he 
makes butter which is to be choice. The 
cow, her breeding, and her food, with 
cleanliness, are the main factors iu mak- 
ing good butter.

details ol the interesting experiments of 
the Rhode Island Station 
Those who 


desire to follow 
the subject further, 


should write to the Station (Kingston," 
R I.) and get the full reports for study. 
Tho point to remember is that some up- 
land joils are too sour to grow clover, 
am> that a heavy diessing of air slacked' 
lime harrowed into the soil aftra- plow- 
ing, »i|l conect this sourness and enable 
clover—if properly fed—to start and 
grow. We saw the praot of this at the 
station in a thick, heavy field of clover 
on soil where, before liming, a "clover 
catch'' could not be obtained. Our ad- 
vice to any farmer living On a section 
where clover "dies out" without any 
appaient cause, is to test the soil with 
the blue litmus paper. 
If it turn red, 


try lime before you give clover up. 


We have spent some time writing 


about the actinn of lime on clover, be- 
cause that plant is one of the corner- 
stones of agriculture. With Red clover 
or cow peas for the farmer, and Crimson 
clover for the market gardener or fruit 
grower, a man who undei stands his trade 
can cut his fertiliznr bill in two. 
We 


are convinced that lime is the magnet 
to "biing clover in" on many soils, aud 
it is sinji ular that so many of our scien- 
tific men have so long oveilooked this 
simple explanation of why so many of 
the uplands of New ISngland are sterile. 


A tun her study of this lime question 


shows i.hut it aflVeiiS different crops in 
different, ways. Ju order to test this 
mat ter, the Rhode Island Station people 
selected for their tesls a sterile piece of 
land—which was uniformly poor. 
In 


long rows across it, they planted DO dif- 
ferent sorts of plants—melons, grain, 
potatoes, vegetables, pnisses—from pea- 
nuts to pumpkins. These rows were 
divided into lour parts. Hall was ferti- 
lized with a mixture, to the acre, of COO 
pounds of dissolved boueblaek. 
iso 


pounds of muriate of potash, aud 300 
pounds of sulphate of ammonia. 
The 


other half received this mixture: tint) 
pounds of 
dissolved boneblack, 
ISO 


pounds of muriate of potash, and -103 
pounds ol' nitrate of soda. Then on half 
of the row fertilized with nitrate of soda, 
lime at the rate of ] J ton to tlie acre was 
harrowed in, and the same amount was 
used on half the spacs where the sul- 
phate of ammonia was used. 
Here, 


then, were two valuable experiments! 
Sixty different crops were tested as to 
the effect of lime in promoting their 
growth, and, also, as to the difference 
between uitrogen supplied by two differ- 
ent forms. 


To one standing at the-end of the rows 


aud looking along them, a singular sight 
was presented. 
With most of the crops 


the lime line was distinctly marked. 
Where no lime was used, most of the 
plants were weak and spindling, if not 
entirely killed out. In a few of them 
there was no perceptible difference, 
while one or two seemed to be slightly 
injured by the use ot lime.

biirloy and rye. We aie often told that 
Ili886 small grains have mucli the game 
feeding habits—in fact, tlie standard 
'•grain fertilizsrs" are much the s-ime 
for all erain crops. 
I I is easy to see, liy 


looking al these rows of groiving crops, 
thai tlie condition of the soil affects 
them differently. 
For example, barley 


was a failure without lime, while rye did 
well without it. 
Wheat and oats were 


sompwhat helped by it—tlie wheat moie 
than Hie oats. 
Again, muskmelons 


failed entirely wlion the sour soil was 
not, sweeleued by lime, while watermel- 
ons did just as well on the sour soil as in 
the part that was limed. Thus il ap- 
pears that, plants have different habits 
of feeding and growth, and that the con- 
dition of the soil, aside from any rjiies- 
Uon of plant food, outflit to be consider- 
ed. 


Another interesting thing is the effect 


of lime on sorrel. 
Jn these experiments, 


sorrel was undoubtedly injured by tlw 
limp, but not entirely destroyed. Home 
writers state that lime will surely kill 
sorrel, while otheis state that they "have 
seen it growing directly in old mortar 
beds. Prof. AVheelei's opinion, from 
these experiments, is that lime lids soil 
of sorrel by putting it in condition to 
grow eloi-er and other plants which 
crowd the sorrel out.

The Langsliau. 


Tde pure Langshan fowl to-day stands 


pre-eminent in the Asiatic class, and in 
the rural districts it must be admitted 
tbat it stands at the top for general util- 
ity. 
The non-sitting breeds may lay 


more eggs at one'season of the year, but 
they do so when eggs are cheap. ] be- 
lieve there is no fowl in existence tbat 
will lay as roanyegcs on the farm in 
winter as the Langshan. Por five years 
in succession I bred and raised Plymouth 
Rocks, Wyandots, Brahmas, Cochins and 
Leghorns; let them stay together all the 
time except the breeding season, and in 
every instance in cold winter weather, 
the Langshans were tilling the egg bask- 
et, while the others were laying but little, 
and I think I am safe in saying that 1 
got more eggs from two dozen Langshans 
than from an equal number of eacli kind 
of all the others together. 


I have a friend who has been raising 


Light Brahmas several years, and has 
aken some of the biggest premiums in 
ihe biggest shows in the country; he 
»ld roe not long since that he used to 
'bink no bird in the world laid as well in 
winter as the Light Brahmas. Ue com- 
nenced breeding Laugsbans three years 
ago, and be says now that his Langshans 
are much better winter layers than his 
irahmas. lie also said he did uot be- 
ieve there was a bird in the wcrld as 
food a winter layer as a Langshan. 
We 


breed birds for beauty as well as utility, 
and all good breeders (even Uncle fsaac, 
who has always maintained that the 
•narket value of birds is the flrst consid- 
ralion), when they find a bird that is 
xlra fine in shape and color, whether 
arge or medium size, they go for it and 
sk no questions about its laying quail- 
ies, or how many pounds or ounces it 
veiglis. 


There is no finer styled biidtliana 
-angshan of medium size. As a general 
'ling large, overgrown birds of any breed 
re not protitable either as breeders, sit- 
ers, mothers or table fowls, and in 
Langshans the large, over-grown males 
are apt, to be knock-kneed, weak-jointed, 
ungainly and an eye-sore to visitors. I 
have cooked Plymouth Kocks with Lang- 
shans, Wyandots with Langshans, Brah- 
mas with Lungshans. Leghorns with 
Langshans, Cochins with Langshans: 
placed them on the table side by side and 
let others judge of the quality for eating, 
and in every instance it was acknowledg- 
ed that the Langshans were superior to 
the others. The breast of a Langahan is 
deeper than most other breeds. 


They are natives of a cold country.

It seems to 


tne that some men wtite to please every- 
body in tlie poultry business, when they 
say there is no such thing as the best 
fowl. 
We all know that a Barred Ply- 


mouth Rock will sell alive in market to 
the general public better than any other, 
except where people know the difference 
in the quality for eating. The people 
have a prejudice against dark-colored 
fowls 
A man who buys, and butchers 


aud sliips a great many fowls from our 
town told me not long since that tlie 
Langshans were the nicest fowls to 
dress he could get hold of, and I know 
that when the feathers are grown there 
is ro fuwi easier to clean than a Lang- 
shan. Any chicken that has pin feathers 
is hard to pick, and we eat the feathers 
on light-feathered fowls and pick them 
oil of black-feathered bii da. There is no 
better sitter and mother limn a Lang- 
shan. There is no more hard) fowl than 
the Lurigshan. The chicks are hardy, 
grow rapidly, and are fine for broilers. 


In traveling through the country one 


sees Langshans w.th short legs, long legs, 
scant leg and toe feathers, short bodied' 
and long bodied, close feathered and 
loose feathered, with lino style aud with 
no style. Now, what is tlie true shape 
and color of Langshans 'i 
One man 


wants one type and one another type. I 
think we should Hud out the true shape 
aud color ot Langshans on their native 
heath, and breed in that, line. I have a 
Lurjgshati cock whose sire and dam are 
said to have come from China. He is 
uot a loose feathered bird. 
History tells 


us that the Langshan was foi merly a 
wild fowl, and we know that they are 
hardy, active, line boned aud Hue styled, 
pugnacious and rather leggy, all of which 
does not denote very loose feathering. 
My old bird is medium in size, very ac- 
tive and due styled, small head, broad 
skull, fair comb, long neck and long 
hackle, short back, full breast, very full 
tail, small bones, shanks rather long and 
thinly feathered, toes long and slender, 
ills skin and feet are pinkish-white, in- 
stead of deep reddish-pink, like some I 
have seen. 


Now, 
when we compare all the Asiatic, 


American, and Mediterranean classes, 
we find that tlie Langshmi combines 
more good qualities than any other bird. 
Langshans will not break down, like 
Plymouth Rocks; they will not get full 
of inward fat like Plymouth Kocks 
which is one reason why they are better 
layers ; they live longer and are more 
hardy than Plymouth Rocks; they have 
more meat and less bone according to 
size than Plymouth Rocks. 
Il is true 


they have not yellow skin and legs— 
neither have turkeys. The Langshaus 
are briber winter layers than Plymouth 
Rocks. Let the public test ihese things, 
aud we will certainly hear a good report 
from the Langshans.—Tke Further.
